3—We can now supply a complete assortment of varieties—whereas in the Spring many varieties are apt to 
be sold out. 


4—You have more time in the Fall. Spring often comes with a rush and the work is not done so well because 
of the multitude of duties to perform about the place. 


5—The ground is warm and easy to work. In the Spring it is often water-soaked which may delay you. 
6—Fall rains supply plenty of moisture without making the ground soggy. 


7—And on top of these reasons, you save at least half a year by planting your home now. Hardy Flowering 
Plants set in the ground at this time will bloom next Spring and Summer; you will not have to wait a 
year for results.
